Tshombe gathered remnants of 
his battere,d force's around him in 
the stronghold of Kolwe/i today 
and prepared for possible guerril- 
la warfare against the United Na- 
tions' Congo Legion.

LITTLE 
ROCK AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus indicated today 
he would not push for r> compul- 
sory school consolidation plan in 
:he coming legislative session. 


"There is a possible need for 


cosolidation," Faubus told a news 
conference, "but it's been my con- 
tention that this should be left to 
the people in the individual dis- 
tricts." 


Some educational leaders have 


discussed the possibility of getting 
the legislature to spell out mini- 
mum standards for a school dis- 
trict. This would force some small- 
er ditricts into consolidation. 


The last major school district 


reorganization in Arkansas was in 
10-59 when the number of districts 
was cut from more than 1.000 to 
less than .500. Further voluntary 
consolidation 
has 
reduced 
the 


number to 416, many of which fail 
to meet the minimum standards 
set in the 1949 consolidation act. 


Faubus said proponents of con- 


olidation 
are 
overlooking one 


fact. 'The state is starting to 
grow again," he said. "We can't 
be sure these rural areas will con- 
tinue to decline. If they begin to 
grow, they may be able to ade- 
quately support schools again,11
